Prices  paid  for  citrus  fruits  on  the  Liverpool  and  London  auction 
Wednesday,  December  11,  were  about  the  same  as  last  week,  according  to  a  cable 
to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  L!r.  F.  A. 
Eotz,  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  fruit  specialist  in  Furope. 
No  quotations  on  American  oranges  or  grapefruit  -.yore  received. 

Aocording  to  the  Empire  Marketing  Board,  Palestine  orange,  arrivals  are 
heavier  than  for  the  same  period  last  year  and  arrivals  ef  Spanish  oranges  are 
the  heaviest  since  1925,  but  duo  to  immature  picking  much  of  the  latter  frv.it 
is  too  bitter  for  trade  requirements  .    This  explains  tho  wide  range  in  price 
of  vl.95  to  ^3.89  pur  one-half  case  of  110  pounds,    prospects  arc  good  for  the 
Cyprus  orange  crop  and  the  quality  is  said  to  be  excellent  .    Recent  rains  have 
improved  tho  quality  of  the  Jaffer  orange  crop.
